Seven  samples  were  taken  from  local  wells  and  one 
from  a  swimming  bath. 

Action  was  taken  for  provision  of  a  proper  supply 
where  necessary. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  Disposal 

The  sewerage  of  Stan  well  is  not  yet  completed  and  I 
recommend  that,  owing  to  the  existence  of  nuisance  arising 
from  overflowing  cesspools  and  drains,  this  scheme  be  com¬ 
pleted  without  further  delay.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Meat 
and  Other  Foods 

Forty  six  premises  are  registered  as  being  used  for  the 
manufacture,  preparation  or  storage  of  Ice-Cream. 

Forty  two  premises  are  registered  as  being  used  for  the 
preparation  or  manufacture  of  preserved  food  intended  fqr 
sale, 
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All  these  premises  are  inspected  periodically  and  often- 
er  as  occasion  demands. 

Meat  in  shops  and  stalls  is  examined  weekly  when 
possible. 

ADULTERATIONS  ETC. 

Action  for  detection  and  prevention  of  adulteration  of 
food  is  taken  by  inspectors  of  the  Middlesex  County  Coun¬ 
cil,  excepting  in  urgent  cases  on  complaint  when  action  is 
taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Notifiable  Diseases 

1682  children  were  successfully  immunised  during  the 
year;  579  were  under  five  years  of  age,  1092  were  between 
the  ages  of  5  and  15,  and  11  were  over  15  years  of  age. 

Over  50  per  cent  of  all  children  in  the  Area  have  now 
been  successfully  immunised. 

No  child  who  had  been  immunised  developed  Diph¬ 
theria. 

Although  seven  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  dur¬ 
ing  the  year,  five  of  these  were,  on  further  investigation  in 
Hospital,  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  Diphtheria. 

This  made  two  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  the  District  dur¬ 
ing  the  year— a  record  for  the  combined  Area. 

I  enclose  charts  showing  the  numbers  of  the  various 
diseases  notified  and  their  age  groups. 

Seventy  four  of  the  eighty  two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified  were  treated  in  the  Staines  Joint  Isolation.  Hospital. 
The  average  stay  in  Hospital  of  each  case  was  30.39  days.
